WARRANT 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
Town  of  Newmarket 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newmarket  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified 
to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Hall  in  said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of  March, 
to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

(Polls  Will  Be  Open  From  10:00  A.M.  to  6  P.M.) 


1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year; 
as  may  be  necessary  for  General  Government  includ- 
ing Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses,  election 
and  registration,  town  buildings,  for  the  protection 
of  persons  and  property,  including  the  Police  De- 
partment, for  health  and  sanitation,  vital  statistics, 
general  expenses  of  the  departments,  for  education 
and  the  public  library;  for  charities,  including  the 
decoration  of  soldiers'  graves;  for  recreation;  for 
cemeteries;  for  interest;  for  new  construction  and 
improvements,  for  indebtedness  to  other  govern- 
mental divisions  and  to  pay  all  other  necessary 
charges  arising  within  said  town. 


3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  for  nec- 
essary expenditures;  in  anticipation  of  the  collec- 
tion of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count of  two  percent  (2%)  on  all  taxes  except  poll 
and  head  taxes,  if  paid  within  fifteen  days  after  re- 
ceipt of  bill. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
budget  as  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  $97.00  in  addition  to  that 
required  by  law.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.) 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the 
present  water  main  on  Lee  Road  from  Loiselle's  resi- 
dence 1,000  feet  at  a  cost  of  $6,000.00,  using  8  inch 
cast  iron  pipe.  This  money  to  be  raised  by  taxes. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee). 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  ade- 
quate drainage  system,  using  1300  feet  of  12  inch 
pipe  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $8,900.00,  for  the 
section  of  town  known  as  Maplecrest.  This  money 
to  be  raised  by  taxes.  (Not  recommended  by  the  Bud- 
get Committee.) 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00) 
a  year  for  the  next  five  (5)  years  toward  the  con- 
struction and  development  of  a  seacoast  area  air- 
port, and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  confer  and 
consult  with  federal,  state  and  neighboring  town  offi- 


cials  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  construction 
of  an  area  airport.  This  airport  to  be  located  in  the 
Pine  Hill  Section  of  Stratham.  First  payment  of 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  due  in  1964.  (Sub- 
mitted without  recommendation).

PROGRESS  REPORT  FROM  THE 
OFFICE  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  of  Newmarket,  a  summary  of  the 
projects  that  were  undertaken  during  the  past  year. 

The  water  main  on  Lee  Road  was  extended  from 
Durell's  Corner  1,000  feet  this  past  year.  The  ma- 
terial used  was  8  inch  cast  iron  pipe.  The  Selectmen 
believe  that  the  town  should  have  a  similar  project 
as  this  every  year.  It  not  only  adds  to  the  health 
condition  of  the  town's  people  but  helps  to  keep 
down  fire  hazards. 

We  are  continuing  to  make  improvements  at  the 
Riverside  Cemetery.  Last  year  we  put  in  a  new  hard- 
top avenue  at  the  top  entrance  of  the  cemetery.  It  is 
18  feet  wide  and  about  90  feet  long. 

Last  year  $3,000.00  was  appropriated  for  side- 
walk construction.  Five  Hundred  of  this  money  was 
spent  on  the  Library  sidewalk  and  parking  place 
on  the  side.  The  balance  of  $2,500.00  was  to  be  used 
on  sidewalks  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis.  All  persons  that 
applied  for  sidewalk  construction  received  prompt 
service.  We  are  not  asking  for  any  appropriation  this 
year  as  we  have  an  unexpended  balance  of  about 
$1,200.00. 

The  T.R.A.  money  that  the  town  receives  each 
year  will  go  toward  fixing  up  the  westerly  side  of 
Ash  Swamp  Road.  This  road  starts  at  the  four  cor- 
ners and  runs  past  the  Town  Dump.  It  is  in  very  poor 
condition  and  we  expect  to  start  work  there  this 
spring.  After  this  is  accomplished,  then  we  should 
start  to  improve  Lang's  Lane  Road. 


A  1962  2-Ton  Chevrolet  dump  truck  was  pur- 
chased by  bid.  The  award  went  to  Great  Bay  Motors. 
The  truck  plus  mounted  equipment,  snow  plow,  etc., 
has  been  in  use  all  winter.  In  the  future,  the  capital 
reserve  money  that  we  put  away  each  year  should 
take  care  of  the  new  trucks. 

Improvements  were  made  this  past  year  on  the 
office  of  the  Selectmen  and  Water  Department. 
Everyone  that  visits  the  office  are  pleased  with  the 
alterations  that  were  made. 

Our  regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  and 
third  Tuesday  of  each  month.  All  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public  and  we  welcome  your  attendance.  We 
wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  and 
town  officers  for  their  help  in  making  the  past  year's 
work  a  more  pleasant  and  gainful  task.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examina- 
tion and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  New- 
market for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1962, 
which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed 
are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Public  Lib- 
rary, Municipal  Court  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  for  the  fiscal  years 
ended  December  31,  1961  and  December  31,  1962, 
are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein, 
the  Surplus  decreased  by  $10,906.61  in  1962.

Revenues:   (Exhibit  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and 
expenditures,  estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1962,  are  presented 
in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget 
summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appro- 
priations of  $20,445.75,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of 
$6,116.37,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$14,329.38. 
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Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures 

(Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1962, 
made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classifi- 
cation of  accounts,  is  presented  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof 
of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1962, 
is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 


Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness: 

(Exhibit  G) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebted- 
nes,  as  of  December  31,  1962,  showing  annual  debt 
service  requirements,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  G. 

AUDIT   PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement 
of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books 
of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  state- 
ments obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification 
of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's 
records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed 
taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  sub- 
ject to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by 
the  return  of  verification  notices. 
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GENERAL   COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus : 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over 
current  liabilities)  decreased  by  $14,406.61,  from 
$21,898,12  to  $7,491.51,  in  1962,  as  shown  herewith:

Appropriation  Overdrafts  and  Application  of 
Municipal  Budget  Law: 

It  is  noted  that  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1962,  there  was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropria- 
tions amounting  to  $20,445.75.  In  other  words,  — 
total  expenditures  exceeded  total  appropriations  by 
this  amount  as  indicated  herewith :

Under  date  of  December  4,  1962,  the  Tax  Com- 
mission, at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
with  the  approval  of  the  Budget  Committee,  issued 
a  certificate  of  emergency  authorizing  the  expendi- 
ture of  $1,500.00  in  excess  of  appropriations  to  meet 
Old  Age  Assistance  costs. 

Also  included  in  the  net  overdraft  of  appropri- 
ations was  an  overdraft  in  the  "Overlay"  account 
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which  amounted  to  $19,120.23.  Inasmuch  as  the 
amount  which  is  raised  for  "Overlay"  is  determined 
by  the  Selectmen  rather  than  appropriated  by  the 
town  meeting,  it  is  not  strictly  speaking  an  appropri- 
ation account. 

Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing, 
there  was  an  actual  net  unexpended  balance  of  ap- 
propriations after  excluding  the  excess  expenditures 
authorized  by  the  certificate  of  emergency  and  the 
overdraft  in  the  ''Overlay"  account  as  shown  here- 
with :

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Annual  Report  of  the 
BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Water  Works  operated  without  interruption 
and  furnished  constant  water  service  and  protection 
to  the  Town.  Five  new  water  services  were  installed 
and  seven  water  services  renewed.  Two  new  services 
were  installed  at  the  Central  School  and  Stone 
School. 

The  Pumping  Station  windows  were  painted  and 
repaired.  Also  new  combination  windows  installed. 
The  old  windows  have  been  replaced  with  glass 
blocks  in  the  filter  room  making  this  a  permanent  re- 
pair. These  repairs  should  help  to  cut  the  cost  of 
heating. 

Quotations  were  sent  out  and  a  new  1962  truck 
was  purchased  to  replace  the  old  1953  truck. 

The  1962  water  extension  on  Lee  Road  has  pro- 
gressed to  the  Loiselle  residence.  It  has  been  recom- 
mended by  the  board  that  we  extend  another  1,000 
feet  in  1963.  This  addition  should  end  at  the  Sullivan 
residence. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  conduct  a  long 
range  study  of  the  future  needs  and  expansion  of  our 
water  mains. 

The  Water  Commissioners  wish  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  express  their  appreciation  for  the  ex- 
cellent cooperation  and  support  that  they  have  re- 
ceived during  the  past  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Year  Ending  December  31,  1962 

This  report  is  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Newmarket,  N.  H. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  we  have  had  men 
resign  from  the  department,  it  creates  a  hardship  to 
us  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no  training  program 
for  the  men,  and  it  takes  some  time  for  a  new  man  to 
learn  and  adjust  himself  to  the  many  requirements 
expected  of  him.  On  June  13th  1962  John  C.  Jordan 
tendered  his  resignation  to  except  a  position  with  the 
State  Liquor  Commission  as  Inspector. 

Although  I  was  glad  that  he  passed  the  exami- 
nations and  was  accepted,  I  really  was  sorry  to  have 
him  leave,  as  he  made  a  good  police  officer,  he  knew 
the  people,  knew  the  town,  always  willing  and  de- 
pendable. 

Another  man  of  the  same  caliber  who  left  the 
department  this  year  was  Special  Officer  Robert 
Stevens,  he  had  been  with  us  several  years,  he  also 
was  a  credit  to  the  department  and  the  community. 
Also  somewhat  less  known  to  most  people  was  Rich- 
ard Bernier,  who  moved  out  of  Town  taking  another 
Special  Officer  from  the  ranks. 

On  April  18th  1962  the  new  cruiser  was  delivered 
and  accepted  by  the  department,  and  am  sure  that 
the  citizens  will  be  glad  to  know  that  to  this  date  has 
given  excellent  service,  and  has  stood  up  well  under 
the  strenuous  kind  of  operation  that  it  goes  through 
in  a  year.  In  last  years  budget,  we  had  figured  on 
buying  some  office  equipment,  but  due  to  some  un- 
forseen  expenses,  the  only  thing  we  could  get  was 
a  new  typewriter.

Every  hour  of  the  day  66  American  homes  are 
destroyed  by  fire,  or  badly  damaged.  Every  hour  and 
a  quarter,  one  person,  most  frequently  a  child,  elder- 
ly person,  or  invalid,  dies  in  a  dwelling  fire.  There 
is  nothing  mysterious  about  the  causes  of  most  fire 
deaths  in  homes.  They  occur  when  the  simple  fire 
safety  rules  are  violated,  from  smoking  in  bed,  leav- 
ing children  in  the  house  (or  at  play  for  prolonged 
periods  of  time  unattended),  accumulations  of  rub- 
bish, cleaning  rags,  paints  in  the  house  instead  of 
outside,  electrical  circuits  overfused  and  overloaded 
to  save  the  cost  of  adequate  wiring. 

Members  of  every  household  would  do  well  to 
consider  at  least  two  escape  routes  from  the  house 
particularly  from  bedrooms,  from  upper  floors  in- 
cluding the  use  of  any  available  porch  or  garage 
roofs,  ladders  and  trees  as  a  way  down  to  safety. 

The  Newmarket  Fire  Department  now  offers 
the  public  an  identification  tag  for  use  at  those 
homes  where  some  member  of  the  family  is  an  in- 
valid or  perhaps  suffers  from  some  disability  which 
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could    prevent   their   quick   escape   from   a   burning 
building. 

The  tag  is  a  white  oblong  of  reflective  material 
with  a  red  letter  "I"  placed  in  the  center,  it  is  in- 
tended to  be  used  above  the  main  entrance  of  any 
house.  These  symbols  have  been  used  successfully  in 
many  areas.  Their  display  quickly  remind  firemen 
responding  to  an  alarm  at  any  dwelling  thus  mark- 
ed that  immediate  entrance  and  search  must  be  con- 
ducted. The  tags  are  available,  and  may  be  had  by 
contacting  Chief  Robert  Keller  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

In  the  past  year  classes  were  held  on  the  use 
of  the  Scott  Air  Pack  for  fire  department  members, 
these  were  under  the  direction  of  a  qualified  teach- 
ed  assigned  to  this  district.  Later  another  series  will 
be  scheduled  devoted  to  the  techniques  of  hose  laying. 

Among  the  major  items  of  new  equipment  pur- 
chased by  the  department  this  year  were  a  smoke 
ejector,  new  coats,  a  self  contained  fresh  air  equip- 
ment and  Box  53  at  the  pumping  station  was  re- 
placed by  a  new  non-interfering  box. 

Two  hundred  and  fifteen  burning  permits  were 
issued  last  year,  otherwise  the  burning  situation 
differs  only  slightly. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 
A  permit  is  necessary  to  burn  at  the  dump.  Other- 
wise let  the  custodian  do  the  burning,  it's  his  job. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the 
premises,  obtain  a  permit  from  your  local  warden. 
Seasonal  permits  may  be  issued  for  approved  in- 
cinerators and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoid- 
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ing  dry  windy  weather,  and  preferable  burn  late  in 
the  day,  after  4  p.m.  is  best. 

4.  Have  something"  to  keep  the  fire  under  con- 
trol —  pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  water 
can,  for  grass,  brooms  and  shovels  will  help. 

5.  Be  certain  your  fire  is  dead  before  you  leave 
it,  recheck  to  be  sure. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see 
a  fire  out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  the  fire  de- 
partment, PHONE  OL  9-3837.  Continue  to  fight  the 
fire  until  help  arrives. 

7.  If  the  fire  should  occur  in  your  own  house: 
GET  OUT  AND  STAY  OUT,  report  fire. 

With  continued  support  of  the  townspeople  the 
incidence  of  fire  loss  and  fatality  will  continue  at 
the  present  low  for  many  months  to  come.

NEWMARKET  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Civil  Defense  in  Newmarket  once  again  had  a 
very  successful  year.  Cooperation  between  all  de- 
partments —  police,  fire,  engineering,  radiological, 
civil  defense  unit  headquarters,  plus  support  from 
the  citizens  of  Newmarket  kept  your  local  CD.  pro- 
gram active.  Without  these  departments  and  local 
support  working  side  by  side,  no  program  can  be  kept 
alive  in  any  town  or  city.  Behind  the  scenes,  civil 
defense  is  on  the  job  24  hours  a  day  in  Newmarket; 
all  departments  are  ready  to  be  of  service  to  this 
community  at  all  times. 

Once  again,  I  want  to  emphasize  that  many  civil 
defense  personnel  work  without  compensation. 
Whenever  members  are  called  upon  —  help  is  al- 
ways available  in  any  emergency.  Civil  Defense 
workers  are  at  the  scene  and  behind  the  actual  scene 
to  save  their  community.  Citizens,  who  feel  they  can 
work  to  help  in  these  emergencies,  make  a  success- 
ful local  civil  defense  program. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  purchased  a  wal- 
kie-talkie for  use  of  the  fire  department.  This  piece 
of  equipment  has  proved  to  be  invaluable  as  it  can 
be  used  in  areas  where  radios  in  vehicles  cannot  get 
to. 

With  the  Citizens  Band  radio  becoming  very 
popular  in  recent  months,  the  department  of  public 
works  was  equipped  with  two-way  C  B  units;  these 
units  keep  this  department  in  constant  communica- 
tion with  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 

The  installation  of  a  base  station  at  the  town 
hall,  plus  the  mobile  units  can  be  used  to  keep  con- 
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stant  communication  between  all  departments.  Citi- 
zen Band  radio  to  base  station  can  be  relayed  to  the 
fire  or  police  department. 

Each  department  has  outlined  its  own  training 
program;  this  training  schedule  was  set  up  under 
each  department  head  with  the  local  civil  defense 
director. 

One  of  our  latest  projects  for  1962  was  a  prelimi- 
nary school  evacuation  program;  these  plans  have 
been  approved  and  we  are  now  going  on  with  this 
program  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Your  sincere  coop- 
eration in  this  program  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Surplus  property  was  not  as  readily  available 
as  in  previous  years;  some  towns  and  cities  did  not 
receive  surplus  of  any  type  as  they  did  not  have  de- 
partment training  programs  as  required  by  the  state 
civil  defense  headquarters.  In  Newmarket,  we  have 
met  these  requirements  and  have  continued  to  re- 
ceive surplus  properties. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  my  entire  staff  and 
members  of  the  civil  defense  unit  for  their  services 
rendered  to  our  town  in  1962. 

You,  as  citizens,  must  realize  that  civil  defense 
—  HELPS  —  PROTECTS  —  AND  PROVIDES.

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REPORT  OF  NEWMARKET  SCHOOL  BOARD 

The  Citizens'  Committee  appointed  last  year 
suggested  that  the  Stone  School  could  be  repaired  for 
a  nominal  cost  and  be  used  for  five  or  six  more  years. 
This  was  considered  a  wise  move  and  extensive  re- 
pairs were  made  to  this  building. 

Two  weeks  before  the  opening  of  schools  in 
September  it  became  evident  that  due  to  the  in- 
creased enrollment,  a  second  first  grade  was  needed. 
For  that  reason  the  sixth  grade  was  moved  to  the 
high  school  building  to  make  room  for  this  extra 
1st  grade.  The  arrangement  has  worked  well  this  past 
year,  but  the  school  census  indicated  that  there  will 
have  to  be  two  first  grades  again  in  September,  1963, 
as  well  as  two  second  grades,  thereby  necessitating 
the  moving  of  the  fifth  grade  to  the  high  school. 
Having  elementary  and  high  school  students  in  one 
building  is  not  considered  to  be  an  ideal  situation, 
but  that  was  the  best  arrangement  the  Board  could 
make  on  such  a  short  notice. 

In  order  to  make  room  for  these  extra  students 
at  the  high  school,  it  now  becomes  necessary  to  pro- 
vide added  classrooms.  The  most  economical  way 
to  achieve  this  is  to  divide  the  old  auditorium  into 
two  floors  and  sub-divide  that  space  into  five  rooms. 

Extensive  alterations  are  planned  for  the  base- 
ment of  Central  School  to  improve  and  enlarge  both 
the  preparation  and  serving  of  hot  lunch.  The  area 
now  used  is  much  too  small  and  crowded. 

The  Board  was  saddened  by  the  resignation  of 
Supt.  William  Grass  in  June,  but  it  was  pleased  to 
acquire  the  services  of  Francis  Wilson  as  the  new 
superintendent. 


The  Board  thanks  Principals  Landroche  and 
O'Connor  for  their  help  and  cooperation.  Newmar- 
ket is  fortunate  to  have  these  able  administrators. 
The  Board  also  thanks  the  two  custodians  for  their 
valuable  assistance  in  maintaining  the  school  plants 
in  good  shape. 

The  Board  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to  the 
teaching  staff  for  their  devotion  to  their  students, 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  his  patience  and 
understanding,  the  school  nurse  for  her  good  care, 
the  P.T.A.  and  all  other  individuals  and  groups  who 
have  contributed  to  the  successful  operation  of  our 
schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Newmarket  continues  to  be  part  of  a  rapidly 
changing-  educational  picture  and  continues  to  have 
a  great  teacher  turnover  —  approximately  one  third 
of  the  entire  staff  being  new  teachers  this  year.  Nat- 
urally, with  such  an  annual  change,  educational 
progress  is  definitely  affected. 

The  following  recommendations  should  help  to 
remedy  this  situation : 

First,  a  general  increase  in  teachers  salaries  is 
essential.  The  New  Hampshire  State  average  teach- 
ers salary  for  1962-63  as  reported  by  the  Department 
of  Education  was  $5,035.00.  There  are  no  Newmarket 
teachers  at  this  level  —  the  average  is  approximately 
S600.00  lower. 

Secondly,  more  elementary  administration  is 
necessary.  To  expect  a  full  time  teacher  to  oversee  the 
educational  program  of  200  children  housed  in  three 
seperate  buildings  is  to  expect  little  in  the  area  of 
curriculum  development,  supervision  and,  most  im- 
portant, leadership.  Therefore,  the  employment  of 
additional  help  should  be  seriously  considered. 

Due  to  increased  enrollment,  especially  in  the 
lower  grades,  and  the  lack  of  adequate  space,  two 
grades  of  elementary  children  must  be  housed  in 
the  high  school  building  next  year.  Since  this  is  ob- 
viously going  to  crowd  the  high  school  students,  an 
alteration  program  is  also  being  recommended. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  both  Mr.  Landroche 
and  Mr.  O'Connor  along  with  your  conscientious 
school  board  for  their  assistance  in  making  my  first 
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year  an  enjoyable  one  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  an- 
other year  I  may  be  of  greater  help  to  them  and  to 
yau.

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GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S  REPORT 

To :  The  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Newmarket 
From :  Kenneth  M.  Varney,  Guidance  Counselor 
Subject:  Guidance  Report 

This  year  marks  the  third  year  of  my  work  in 
Guidance  work  at  Newmarket  High  School  and  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  the  work  being  done  in  this  area 
becomes  more  gratifying  each  year. 

During  this  three  year  period,  we  have  seen  a 
much  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  the  students  to 
realize  the  value  of  an  education  and  to  actively  seek 
some  kind  of  post-secondary  training.  A  much  higher 
percentage  of  students  are  going  to  college  and 
among  those  not  seking  this  type  of  training  most 
are  planning  on  further  education  at  such  places  as 
Technical  Institutes,  business  schools  and  other 
schools  which  provide  training  on  a  one  or  two  year 
basis.  Of  the  present  senior  class,  there  is  only  one 
who  has  not  stated  definite  career  plans.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  realize  that  Newmarket  High  is  stimulating 
students  to  further  training  at  a  much  higher  rate 
than  the  National  average. 

Along  these  same  lines,  I  think  it  appropriate  at 
this  time  to  mention  that  of  thirty-nine  students  who 
have  been  accepted  by  colleges  from  this  high  school 
during  the  past  five  years,  only  two  have  flunked  out. 
Of  thesetwo/ one  is  still  attending  college  and  will 
again  be  admitted  as  a  regular  student  in  the  near 
future.  This  represents  an  attrition  rate  of  less  than 
five  per  cent  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  forty  per- 
cent nationwide. 

In  the  fall  of  1962,  an  experimental  guidance 
program   was    initiated   with   Epping   High    School. 
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Previous  to  this  time,  I  taught  half  time  and  did 
guidance  work  during  the  other  half  at  Newmarket 
High.  Under  the  new  arrangement,  I  am  full  time 
guidance  counselor  working  on  an  alternate  week 
basis  between  Newmarket  and  Epping.  While  it  rep- 
resents a  lot  of  traveling  for  me,  I  believe  that  the 
program  is  working  out  to  the  advantage  of  both 
towns.  Because  of  the  time  saved  by  not  having  to 
prepare  for  teaching  assignments,  I  find  that  I  am 
now  able  to  devote  more  time  to  research  and  reading 
in  the  field  of  guidance,  hence  an  improvement  for 
both  towns. 

We  are  still  using  the  same  testing  program 
which  was  developed  during  the  past  three  years  and 
except  for  minor  changes,  I  see  no  reason  for  not 
continuing  with  the  program  which  we  have. 

During  this  past  year,  we  have  greatly  increased 
our  library  of  career  information,  making  it  possible 
to  provide  much  more  information  to  the  students  in 
this  important  area. 

The  people  of  Newmarket  should  be  proud  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  providing  services  for  their  child- 
ren at  a  level  which  many  of  our  larger  high  schools 
have  not  yet  attained.

To  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  and  Citizens  of 
the  Town  of  Newmarket : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this,  my  annual 
report  as  Principal  of  the  Newmarket  Elementary- 
Schools. 

TEACHERS 

School  opened  this  year  on  September  3,  1962, 
The  teaching  staff  consisted  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Babcock, 
Grade  lA;  Mrs.  Lynette  Shelton,  Grade  IB;  Mrs. 
Ann  Boisvert,  Grade  2;  Mrs.  Rita  O'Connor,  Grade 
3 ;  Mr.  Edward  O'Connor,  principal  and  fourth  grade 
teacher:  Mrs.  Ruth  Robie,  Grade  5;  Mrs.  Mildred 
Rooney,  Grade  6. 

Shortly  after  the  school  year  began,  Mrs.  Shel- 
ton resigned  her  position  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs. 
Shirley  B.jellum. 

CHANGES  and  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  most  outstanding  change  in  this  school  year 
was  the  formation  of  an  additional  first  grade  class. 
This  was  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  St.  Mary's  is 
no  longer  accepting  more  than  forty  students  in  a 
class.  Other  reasons  consist  of  an  influx  from  the 
air  base  and  the  opening  of  a  new  industry.  As  a 
result,  our  May  registration  figure  for  Grade  1 
jumped  from  28  to  54  pupils.  Our  increase  was  not 
only  seen  in  Grade  1  but  all  through  Grades  1-6.  Our 
average  daily  attendance  last  year  was  145  (Grade 
1-6).  Presently  we  have  191  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
same  grades  this  year. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  both  the 
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Central  and  Stone  Schools  during  this  year. 

A  new  fire  door  has  been  installed  on  the  upper 
floor  of  the  Central  School. 

The  hot  lunch  room  and  kitchen  have  been  com- 
pletely painted. 

All  of  the  hardwood  floors  at  the  Central  School 
have  been  sanded  and  refinished. 

A  new  water  service  has  been  installed  at  both 
the  Central  and  Stone  Schools,  as  the  pressure  at 
both  schools  had  been  insufficient. 

Both  basements  at  the  Stone  School  have  re- 
ceived a  fresh  coat  of  paint,  and  new  toilets  have 
been  installed  in  both  the  girl's  and  boy's  basements. 

The  bottom  story  of  the  building,  which  present- 
ly houses  the  second  grade,  has  new  tile  floor.  The 
old  wooden  floor  was  in  poor  shape  and  needed  re- 
pair very  badly. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  Superin- 
tendent, teachers  and  all  others  who  have  assisted 
in  making  this  a  successful  school  year.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

This  year  the  Elementary  Music  Program  at  the 
Elementary  Schools  underwent  a  vast  reorganiza- 
tion. A  basic  five-year  program  was  developed  and 
put  into  effect,  from  which  a  music  program  of  great 
value  to  the  students  can  come  into  a  reality. 

GRADES  I  and  II 

In  these  grades,  the  prime  importance  was  stres- 
sed in  the  value  of  the  melodic  line  and  rhythms.  This 
was  done  by  the  employment  of  rote  songs,  and  rhy- 
thm band.  The  first  half  of  the  school  year  was  spent 
learning  simple  rote  songs  in  units  of  "Farm"  and 
"City."  Some  six  hundred  songs  were  learned.  Tone 
matching  was  also  used  in  game  form.  The  last 
six  months  were  spent  in  accurate  rhythm  learning 
through  games  and  dancing. 

GRADES  III  and  IV 

The  use  of  their  text  books  was  used  to  develop 
the  students  skill  in  reading  notes,  and  the  theory 
of  musical  terms  and  their  signs  was  studied.  Musi- 
cal activities  such  as  was  used  in  the  second  grade 
were  used  to  unite  the  group.  Growth  in  listening  to 
detect  mood,  rhythm,  instruments,  and  melodies,  and 
in  recognition  of  distinctive  types  of  music  was  intro- 
duced into  an  atmosphere  of  friendliness  which 
helped  to  establish  a  feeling  of  security  and  to  free 
participation  in  musical  activities  of  all  types.  The 
Flutophone  was  substituted  for  the  rhythm  band  in 
preparation  for  future  band  members.  As  the  year 
progressed,  the  students  were  playing  in  three  and 
four  part  harmony,  which  stressed  the  concept  of 
working  together.  They  were  introduced  into  more 
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complex  musical  theory.  In  grade  four  the  introduc- 
tion of  two  part  singing  was  done  in  the  singing  of 
two  part  rounds. 

GRADE  V 

Here  the  theory  of  key  signatures  was  intro- 
duced with  extensive  reading  from  their  texts.  The 
emphasis  was  on  music  skills  in  a  purposeful  activ- 
ity; increasing  comprehension  of  national  characters 
in  music;  listening  experiences  with  longer  compo- 
sitions. 

GRADE  VI 

In  Grade  6,  great  stress  was  placed  on  two  part 
singing  in  the  preparation  for  Junior  Choir.  Richer 
quality  of  voice  and  complex  rhythms  were  stressed 
with  a  listening  to  more  extensive  types  of  music. 

ELEMENTARY  BAND 

All  interested  students  were  tested  for  musical 
ability,  and  these  students  with  their  parents  from 
Grades  4  through  8  met  at  the  high  school  gym  for 
a  demonstration  of  band  instruments.  It  was  deter- 
mined that  the  new  band  was  to  have  a  membership 
of  thirty-two,  and  by  spring  a  membership  of  forty- 
three  with  new  members  and  six  majorettes.  Lessons 
were  offered  once  a  week  at  no  charge.  The  band 
performed  at  the  Christmas  Concert  and  plans  to 
perform  at  two  spring  concerts.

It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that  I  submit  this, 
my  annual  report  of  the  school  health  services  of 
this  town. 

I  must  thank  you  all  for  your  help  and  coopera- 
tion during"  the  school  year. 

Pre-School  Clinic 

In  May,  28  children  registered  for  the  Central 
School  at  a  clinic  held  in  the  fire  station.  Vision  tests 
were  done,  height  and  weight  checked,  and  health 
records  started.  At  St.  Mary's  School,  48  children 
were  registered. 

Children  who  will  enter  school  in  September  of 
1963  must  be  6  years  of  age  before  January  1,  1964, 
and  must  have  had  their  smallpox  vaccination.  It 
would  be  wise  to  have  them  have  their  booster  DPT 
innoculations,  and  their  polio  immunization  up  to 
date  before  school  opens  as  an  added  safeguard  to 
their  continuing  good  health. 

Tuberculin  Testing  Program 

Continuing  with  the  program  that  was  started 
last  year,  children  of  grades  1,  4,  7  and  10  were  given 
the  patch  test  with  the  following  results:  208  child- 
ren were  done.  There  were  4  positive  reactions.  X-ray 
produced  negative  results  in  2  cases.  The  other  2 
were  not  X-rayed. 

Physical  Examinations 
Dr.  I.  E.  Brov^m,  Jr.,  the  school   physician,  is 
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continuing  the  routine  physical  examination  pro- 
gram to  all  the  children  in  grades  1,  4,  7,  11  and  all 
athletes,  blood  hemoglobin  and  urine  tests  are  com- 
pleted at  the  same  time.  Parents  are  notified  immedi- 
ately if  any  defects  are  found.  The  following  exam- 
inations were  done :
